Mary  Catherine  Taylor,  instructor  of  educa- 
tion; Shelby  V.  Morgan,  Jr.,  instructor  of 
science;  Miss  Monica  E.  Yost,  instructor  of 
sociology;  Mrs.  Lewis  Toro,  instructor  of 
Spanish;  and  Mrs.  Martin  Amacher,  in- 
structor of  sociology. 

Mrs.  Catherine  S.  Gaylord  was  added  to 
the  library  staff  as  catalog  and  reference 
librarian.

James  M.  Jennings  was  granted  a  leave 
of  absence  to  enable  him  to  work  on  his 
doctoral  program. 

Mrs.  Berry,  recipient  of  the  M.  A.  degree 
in  fine  and  industrial  art  from  Columbia 
university,  served  as  art  supervisor  for  the 
Salisbury  city  schools  from  1956  until  1965. 
She  received  the  B.  S.  degree  from  Boston 
university  and  has  studied  at  Penland  School 
of  Handicrafts,  University  of  North  Carolina 
at  Greensboro,  Richmond  Professional  In- 
stitute, and  Appalachian  State  Teachers  col- 
lege. 

Mr.  Benton,  a  native  of  Sanford,  Fla., 
earned  the  M.  A.  degree  at  Stetson  univer- 
sity and  the  A.  B.  degree  at  Erskine  college.

A 
member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  she  spent  two 
years  in  undergraduate  work  at  Muhlenberg 
college  in  Allentown,  Pa. 

Mrs.  Toro  and  Mrs.  Martin  Amacher  are 
teaching  part-time  at  the  college. 

Mrs.  Gaylord  earned  the  B.S.  degree  from 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  school  of 
library  science  and  the  B.A.  degree  in  Eng- 
lish from  Meredith  college.  Mrs.  Gaylord 
has  previously  worked  with  libraries  in 
Fayetteville,  Chapel  Hill,  Durham,  Wilming- 
ton, and  Wilhamston. 

Prof.  Ed  Lucke,  head  of  the  physical  edu- 
cation department,  has  been  appointed  in- 
terim coach  of  Lenoir  Rhyne's  basketball 
team  during  the  current  year,  replacing 
Coach  Bill  Wells.  A  permanent  basketball 
coach  will  be  named  next  spring. 


Mrs.  Bowden  Retires 

The  Lenoir  Rhyne  college  student  body 
gave  a  tea  Sept.  28  in  honor  of  Mrs.  Laura 
L.  Bowden  who  retired  this  year  from  her 
duties  at  the  college  where  she  served  for 
years  as  dean  of  women. 

Students  and  faculty  members  attended 
the  morning  tea  in  the  Voigt  R.  Cromer  cen- 
ter where  Mark  Cooper,  president  of  the 
student  body,  presented  Mrs.  Bowden  with 
a  token  of  appreciation  from  the  student 
body  in  recognition  of  her  20  years  of  ser- 
vice. 

Cooper  cited  Mrs.  Bowden's  tenure  of 
"helpful  and  friendly  service  to  Lenoir 
Rhyne"  and  expressed  the  student  body's 
feeling  of  loss  at  her  retirement. 

College  President  Voigt  R.  Cromer,  in 
commending  Mrs.  Bowden  on  her  service 
stated,  "Mrs.  Bowden  has  made  an  inesti- 
mable contribution  during  her  20  years  of 
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student  personnel  service  at  Lenoir  Rhyne. 

"By  her  gracious  manner,  her  high  ideals, 
her  Christian  demeanor,  her  constant  devo- 
tion to  the  welfare  of  students,  and  her 
rare  ability  to  create  a  home  environment 
in  the  dormitory,  she  has  enriched  the  col- 
lege experience  of  students  and  exerted  a 
salutary  influence  upon  their  lives. 

"Her  impact  has  been  strong  in  the  area 
of  the  intangibles  which  defy  measurement." 

Mrs.  Bowden  was  born  at  Mount  Pleasant 
which  she  describes  as  then  being  "a  small 
town  with  a  college  atmosphere." 

"There  were  Mont  Ameona  School  for 
Girls  at  one  end  of  town,"  she  continued, 
"and  the  Mont  Ameona  Seminary  for  Boys 
at  the  other  side.  In  between  was  the 
Mount  Pleasant  Collegiate  Institute." 

A  graduate  of  Mont  Ameona  School  for 
Girls,  Mrs.  Bowden  and  her  husband,  the 
late  Rev.  George  Stewart  Bowden  of  Wilm- 
ington, spent  the  years  from  1929  until  his 
death  in  1944  at  Gastonia  where  Rev.  Mr. 
Bowden  served  as  pastor  of  Holy  Trinity 
Lutheran  church. 

She  came  to  Lenoir  Rhyne  in  1945  to 
assume  duties  as  dean  of  women. 

In  1955,  the  student  body  gave  to  Mrs. 
Bowden  the  coveted  honor  of  dedicating  the 
yearbook  to  her. 

The  inscription  in  the  Hacawa  states:  "In 
so  many  ways  you  are  dear  to  us.  Your 
ability  to  see  our  side  of  the  situation,  your 
unfailing  encouragement,  though  at  times 
our  paths  are  bleak,  the  warmth  and  cheer- 
fulness you  keep  aglow  in  the  dorm,  the 
way  in  which  you  go  about  your  work  with 
pleasure,  being  happy  in  the  present  and 
confident  of  your  future — these  are  but  a 
few  reasons  causing  us  to  dedicate  our  1955 
Hacawa  to  you," 


Miss  Fowler  Succumbs 

Miss  Hattie  Fowler,  64,  associate  profes- 
sor of  education  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  for  the 
past  29  years,  succumbed  after  a  lingering 
illness  on  Oct.  3  in  Iredell  hospital  at  States- 
ville. 

Coming  to  Hickory  in  1936,  Miss  Fow- 
ler had  about  forty  years  of  teaching  to  her 
credit  before  illness  halted  her  work  in  May 
of  this  year. 

President  Voigt  R.  Cromer  said  concern- 
ing Miss  Fowler's  passing: 

"During  the  29 
years  on  the  faculty 
of  Lenoir  Rhyne, 
Miss  Fowler  played 
a  major  role  in  the 
development  of  the 
program  for  prepara- 
tion of  teachers  for 
the  elementary 
schools. 

"At    Lenoir   Rhyne 
and    in   the    advance- 
ment  of  teacher  edu- 
cation in  the  state  of  North  Carolina,  she 


had  the  rare  ability  of  inspiring  student 
teachers  and  awakening  within  them  the 
highest  potential. 

"The  fruits  of  her  professional  career 
will  be  reaped  for  many  years  through  the 
teachers  who  have  been  influenced  and 
taught  and  prepared  by  her." 

Dr.  Cromer  pointed  out  that  it  had  been 
hoped  Miss  Fowler  would  be  able  to  resume 
her  work  at  least  part-time  at  the  college 
this  past  September. 

Miss  Fowler,  who  once  stated  she  always 
wanted  to  be  a  teacher,  set  about  accom- 
plishing that  ambition  after  completion  of 
public  schools  in  Statesville. 

She  attended  Mitchell  college  where  she 
received  a  degree.  She  began  teaching  at 
High  Point  and  from  there  went  to  Gastonia. 
Following  three  years  as  an  elementary 
teacher,  she  joined  the  Mitchell  college  fac- 
ulty. She  taught  there  for  one  year  and 
then  obtained  a  leave  of  absence  to  go  to 
Columbia  university  where  she  received  her 
Master's  degree. 

She  did  teacher-training  under  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Instruction,  supervis- 
ing teacher  education  at  Taylorsville  and  at 
Pembroke. 

From  Pembroke  she  moved  to  Lenoir 
Rhyne  to  train  future  primary  and  grammar 
grade  teachers. 


Alumni   Seek  $75,000 

Lenoir  Rhyne  alumni,  seeking  a  $75,000 
anniversary  gift  for  Lenoir  Rhyne  in  its  75th 
academic  year,  pushed  their  Loyalty  Fund 
gifts  near  the  $20,000  mark  in  mid-October. 

The  Alumni  Office  reported  gifts  totaling 
$19,246  in  its  weekly  report  to  300  Loyalty 
Fund  workers  on  Oct.  15.  The  Loyalty 
Fund  effort  will  continue  until  the  close  of 
the  alumni  year  next  June  30. 

The  money  given  this  year  by  alumni 
will,  as  in  past  years,  be  used  to  accelerate 
the  improvement  of  the  college's  faculty 
salaries. 

This  year's  special  effort  for  an  "anniver- 
sary gift"  features  active  Loyalty  Fund  soli- 
citation among  alumni  in  a  number  of 
North  Carolina  cities. 

Five  cities  (Hickory,  Greensboro,  Char- 
lotte, Kannapolis  and  Salisbury)  had  launch- 
ed solicitations  by  mid-October.  James  C. 
Barker,  Hickory  banker  and  chairman  of 
the  Loyalty  Fund  committee,  directed  the 
Hickory  program;  Sam  Sox,  Jr.,  served  as 
chairman  for  the  Greensboro  effort;  Lewis 
B.  Carpenter  headed  the  Charlotte  cam- 
paign; Norris  Dearmon  organized  the  Kan- 
napolis appeal;  and  Mrs.  Mary  Ann  Gris- 
som  Johnson  headed  the  Salisbury  effort. 

At  least  eleven  other  areas  were  scheduled 
to  kick  off  campaigns  in  the  weeks  that 
followed. 

Serving  as  chairmen  in  the  other  areas 
are  John  S.  Cline,  Burlington;  Jesse  C.  Sig- 
mon,  Newton;  Carroll  Robinson,  Lincoln- 
ton;    Armand    Mando,    Gastonia;    Harold 
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Tucker,  Winston-Salem;  Harold  Cline,  Con- 
cord; Mrs.  Julie  Beam  Nail,  Cherryville; 
Donald  H.  Carpenter,  Raleigh;  W.  K. 
Mauney,  Jr.,  Kings  Mountain;  Irvin  B. 
Willis,  Shelby;  and  Wayne  Kerley,  Hilde- 
bran. 

The  anniversary  goal  was  set  by  the 
Alumni  Association  in  1960  when  it  adopted 
a  six-year  program  charting  growth  of  the 
alumni  fund  from  $12,000  to  $75,000.  The 
early  goals  of  $12,000  and  $20,000  were 
met  the  first  two  years,  but  the  third-year 
program  was  cancelled  to  allow  alumni  to 
participate  in  the  college  capital  fund  cam- 
paign (Fund  for  Progress). 

Despite  continuing  participation  of  alum- 
ni in  Fund  for  Progress  support  during  the 
next  two  years,  the  Loyalty  Fund  program 
was  resumed;  in  neither  year,  however,  did 
the  fund  reach  its  goal.  The  1964  fund  to- 
taled $15,000  and  the  1965  fund  reached 
a  new  high  of  $21,000. 

Loyalty  Fund  Chairman  Barker,  in  ad- 
dressing Hickory  alumni  workers  on  the 
college  campus  in  September,  stated  that 
the  anniversary  goal  can  be  attained  by  Le- 
noir Rhyne  alumni.  He  stressed,  however, 
that  more  alumni  donors  and  larger  gifts 
will  be  necessary 

The  chairman  asked  that  more  alumni 
consider  making  a  Century  Club  ($100  min- 
imum) gift  to  the  college  in  its  anniversary 
year.  (Individuals  giving  at  least  $100  to 
the  Loyalty  Fund  in  a  single  year  are  con- 
ferred membership  in  the  Century  Club  and 
entitled  to  free  attendance  at  campus 
events.)  Last  year  102  alumni  became 
charter  members  of  the  new  club.

Enrollment  Rises 

The  seventy-fifth  session  of  Lenoir  Rhyne 
college  opened  with  a  record  enrollment 
of  1,238. 

The  registration  at  Lenoir  Rhyne,  which 
is  celebrating  its  Diamond  Jubilee  anniver- 
sary this  year,  represents  an  increase  of  26 
students  over  the  fall  semester  enrollment 
one  year  ago. 

Most  of  the  students  are  North  Carolin- 
ians. The  1,049  Tar  Heels  represent  84 
percent  of  the  student  body.  However 
eighteen  other  states,  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia, and  four  foreign  territories  are  repre- 
sented. 

Virginia  claims  the  largest  number  of  out- 
of-state  students  with  38.  South  Carolina 
comes  in  second  with  29  enrollees  and  Flor- 
ida falls  in  third  place  with  25  students. 
There  are  17  students  from  Pennsylvania, 
16  each  from  Georgia  and  Maryland,  and 
13  from  Ohio. 


Other  states  represented  are  New  Jer- 
sey, Tennessee,  New  York,  Massachusetts, 
Alabama,  Louisiana,  Connecticut,  Illinois, 
Delaware,  California,  and  West  Virginia. 

The  four  students  with  foreign  residences 
come  from  Canada,  Canal  Zone,  South  Viet 
Nam,  and  Hong  Kong. 

Fifty-five  counties  in  North  Carolina  are 
represented  in  the  student  body,  with  the 
home  county  of  Catawba  leading  the  list 
with  382  students. 

Other  counties  with  sizeable  delegations 
are  Burke,  83;  Caldwell,  78;  Mecklenburg, 
52;  Iredell,  51;  Cabarrus,  42;  Rowan,  40; 
Lincoln,  39;  Gaston,  34;  Forsyth,  28;  Guil- 
ford, 27;  Alexander,  26;  Cleveland,  19; 
Davidson^   18;  and  Stanly,   12. 

Business,  elementary  teaching,  and  science 
are  the  most  popular  areas  of  study  on 
the  campus. 

Statistics  show  that  the  330  majoring  in 
business  include  235  business  administration 
majors,  32  economics  majors,  29  business 
education  majors,  11  two-year  commercial 
majors,  and  23  one-year  commercial  ma- 
jors. 

Students  preparing  to  teach  in  elementary 
grades  of  the  public  school  system  number 
212  and  make  up  the  second  largest  ma- 
jor. 

A  total  of  207  students  are  majoring  in 
some  area  of  science.  The  group  includes 
68  nursing  students,  53  mathematics  majors, 
34  biology  majors,  13  chemistry  majors, 
eleven  medical  technology  majors,  ten  phy- 
sics majors,  nine  pre-medical  students,  and 
nine  general  science  majors. 

Enrollments  in  other  major  fields  were 
also  reported:  English,  106;  sociology,  83; 
physical  education,  68;  history,  66;  music, 
19;  French,  12;  Spanish,  9;  rehgious  educa- 
tion, 5;  philosophy,  5;  pre-law,  2;  German, 
1;  and  special  education,  1  Students  who 
did  not  declare  a  major  during  the  fall  regis- 
tration number  104. 

Freshmen,  numbering  347,  make  up  the 
largest  class  on  the  campus  this  year.  There 
are  289  sophomores,  298  juniors,  and  272 
seniors,  23  one-year  students,  and  nine 
special  students. 

Classified  by  church  affiliation,  the  stu- 
dents break  up  into  18  different  denomina- 
tions. Lutherans  continue  to  form  the  larg- 
est group,  numbering  581  and  representing 
47  per  cent  of  the  total  student  body.  Bap- 
tists number  252,  Methodists  number  199, 
and  Presbyterians  number  106.  Ten  students 
report  no  church  affiliation. 

Again  this  year  the  women  outnumber 
men  in  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  student  body. 
There  are  651  women  students,  a  majority 
of  64  over  the  number  of  men  students.  In- 
fluencing this  figure  is  the  fact  that  the 
college  at  present  has  more  dormitory  ac- 
commodations for  women  than  for  men. 

The  registrar  reports  that  there  are  637 
students  living  on  campus.  Of  the  total 
enrollment  176  of  the  students  are  married. 
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RENOVATED  CLASSROOMS,  made  available  by  administrative  offices  moving  to  the 
new  Lineberger  administration  building,  provide  pleasant  and  suitable  surroundings  for  a 
special  advanced  freshmen  English  class  which  is  being  offered  this  year  on  an  experimental 
basis. 


Special  Class  Begins 

An  academic  experiment  and  slight  phy- 
sical remodeling  have  made  a  unique  exper- 
ience possible  for  fifteen  freshmen  at  Lenoir 
Rhyne  college  this  year. 

The  decision  to  permit  eligible  freshmen 
to  waive  English  I,  and  instead,  to  enter  a 
special  section  of  Advanced  Gramn\ar  and 
Composition  was  announced  during  the 
summer  by  Dr.  E.  L.  Setzler,  academic  dean 
and  registrar. 

Completion  of  the  Lineberger  administra- 
tion building  enabled  administrative  offices 
to  vacate  the  Rhyne  building,  thereby  pro- 
viding room  for  three  additional  classrooms 
and  six  faculty  offices. 

Ten  women  and  five  men  are  now  enroll- 
ed in  the  first  special  section  of  Advanced 
Grammar  and  Composition  offered  by  the 
school  and  are  meeting  in  a  classroom 
once  occupied  by  the  registrar  and  the  di- 
rector of  summer  school. 


English  Department  Head  Hans  Hey- 
mann  stated  that  the  fifteen  freshmen, 
taught  by  Assistant  Professor  Glenn  E. 
Whitesides,  met  four  criteria  to  become  eli- 
gible for  advanced  work. 

First,  each  student  chosen  achieved  a 
score  of  550  or  above  on  the  verbal  section 
of  the  College  Board  Examination. 

Second,  high  school  English  grades  aver- 
aged either  an  A  or  a  high  B. 

Third,  each  student  ranked  in  the  top  ten 
per  cent  of  the  Freshmen  Reading  Place- 
ment Test. 

And  finally,  each  student  submitted  a 
special  composition  for  grading  and  ap- 
proval  of   freshmen  English   teachers. 

"Letters  were  sent  to  the  eligible  students 
prior  to  their  enrollment,"  Dr.  Heymann 
commented,  "to  determine  whether  such  a 
program  would  be  desirable." 

Thirty-three  of  the  347  entering  freshmen 
were  eligible  and  28  of  these  expressed  a 
desire  to  enroll  in  the  advanced  course  and 
made  arrangements  to  take  the  composition 
test.
